For as 
oon as it was noiſed among his Follow- 
rs what was done by the Collectors, 
hey preſently gather d (as you may ea- 
ily ſuppoſe) that the good Man's Con- 
cience was ſo tender, as not to ſuffer 
im to comply with Civil (any more 
han Eccleſiaſtical) Impoſitions, of which 
ort are Taxes ; and therefore without 
my more ado, ſome one or more of 
he Zealous and Affectionate Brethren 
ent and Redeemed the Strain'd Goods, 
nd made a Preſent of them to the good 
lan, who by this ſanctified Trick got 
W's Taxes paid for him. And hence, by 
e way, the Dr. and the reſt of the 
Pariſh Miniſters may learn how to get 
heir Taxes paid for them, if they can 
ut promiſe themſelves the like Kindneſs 
om their Church Pafiſhioners ; for (to 
ive, as they ſay, the Devil his Due) it

d indeed. the Diſſenting Teachers would 
ve ſome Colour to Aſſert, as they do 
1etimes, that They are the Eſtabliſhed 
inifry ; if ſo be it is true, that They 
> Exempted Legally from paying Taxes for 
ir Income by Teaching, which the Epi- 
p.l Clergy lies under. For theſe Rea- 
s it Can't be well thought that the 
ww ever intended to Exempt the 
ſenting Teachers from being Taxed on 
e aforeſaid Account: And tho' Mr. 
and his neighbouring Brethren in 
iceſterſhire or other Counties near Lut- 
wth, may have been ſo favourably 
alt with; yet in my County the 
ſenting Teachers are Taxed, tho' it may

will think, that I have moſt evident 
approved my ſelf to be Mr. D—y's He:
